OUR BOOTS 


Dark bay, 1938, by *Bull Dog—*Maid of Arches, by Warden of the Marches 


Our Boots was the top 2-year-old of his 
year by the consensus of Daily Racing Form’s 
staff. He started six times and was never 
unplaced, winning three races, including the 
Belmont Futurity (by one and three-quarter 
lengths, beating King Cole, Whirlaway, and 
others) and the Futurity Trial (by three and 
one-half lengths, beating Springwood, New 
World, Laatokka, Whirlaway, etc.). He also 
was second, to Bold Irishman, beaten a nose, 
in the Pimlico Futurity (beating Whirlaway, 
etc., by five lengths on a heavy track), and 
third to Whirlaway and Blue Pair, beaten a 
length and a nose, in the Breeders’ Futurity 
under 122 pounds after having to go to the 
outside. At two, Our Boots met Whirlaway 
four times, and was beaten by him only once. 

In his first start at three Our Boots won 
at six furlongs under 122 pounds and then 
won the Blue Grass Stakes by six lengths 
from Whirlaway on a muddy track, after 
giving up the lead once to the latter. Our 
Boots finished third to Whirlaway and 
King Cole in the Preakness. Under top 


weight he beat Market Wise, Robert Morris, 
Swing and Sway, and others in the Yankee 
Handicap. Again under top weight of 124 
pounds, he was second by a head to Swing 
and Sway (114) in the Empire City Handi- 
cap (14% miles in 1:50, new track record). 
Altogether he won three of his nine starts at 
three, was once second, once third. At the 
end of two seasons of racing he had been un- 
placed in only four of 15 races, had met 
Whirlaway eight times, had won and lost 
four matches with the world’s greatest 
money-winner. 

Our Boots did not come back to his best 
form but late in his 4-year-old year was third 
under top weight to Mettlesome and *Fair- 
aris in a six-furlong race at Saratoga, third 
to The Rhymer and Pictor in the Edgemere 
Handicap (beating Bold Irishman, Can’t Wait, 
etc.), and second under top weight of 122 
pounds to Staretor (110) by a neck. He 
won two of his five starts at five this season 
and was third in one other, carrying top 
weight in both winning races.

She also 
produced the stakes winner and prominent 
sire Jean Valjean; the stakes winner and 
sire Jean Lafitte; Silver Beauty, dam of the 
stakes winner War Beauty, and other horses 
of stakes class. *Black Brocade, Grand 
Slam’s grandam, was half-sister to the dam 
of the great sire Blandford, sire of *Blenheim 
IT, etc. 


Grand Slam was one of the top 2-year-olds 
of his season during which he was injured 
and he was never able to regain his 2-year- 
old form because of that injury. He won the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, Pimlico Nurs- 
ery, Prairie State Stakes, and Arlington Fu- 
turity. In the Futurity, he ran one of the 
most brilliant races on record to win under 
122 pounds after being left at the post and 
being forced to run around an extremely 
large field. He also was second in the Pim- 
lico Futurity. At three he was third in the 
Chesapeake Stakes. At five Grand Slam won 
one allowance race and five handicaps.

Voices of Experience 


ATURDAY night, November 13, the Thorough- 

bred Club of America held its twelfth annual 
testimonial dinner in Lexington, honoring Col. 
Matt J. Winn, octogenarian veteran of all the 
Kentucky Derbys and of nearly half a century 
of the great battles and less dignified scuffles of 
the American Turf. 

These dinners the Thoroughbred Club gives an- 
nually are not exactly capable of generalized 
analysis. They sprang up spontaneously, with- 
out foresight, or planning, or plain purpose. A 
dozen years ago we remember Thomas Piatt say- 
ing, “Colonel Bradley’s birthday will be on De- 
cember 12. Wouldn't it be nice if we could have 
a dinner or something for him?” So they had a 
dinner at the old Phoenix Hotel, and it had only 
one purpose, to show Mr. Bradley that a lot of 
people loved him. The old gambler who never 
wanted anything but a shade of the odds, and 
who, as far as we know, never lost a friend, sat 
at the head table and heard people say _ nice 
things about him. The governor called him 
“the most beloved Kentuckian of his day,”’ and 
some children came in from one of the many in- 
stitutions whose life he had made happier and 
sang songs for him and there came up lumps in 
a lot of throats. 

Joseph E. Widener told of his own dependence 
on Colonel Bradley in his magnificent reshaping 
of the Turf in Florida. Jim Farley sent his and 
President Elect Franklin D. Roosevelt’s con- 
gratulations. Among a hundred other telegrams 
was one from Maj. Gen. John L. Dewitt ac- 
knowledging graciously the Colonel's generous 
aid in the Army’s horse breeding program. And 
Colonel Bradley, who would rather give away a 
hundred thousand dollars, if he had it, than make 
a speech, made a speech. He said that racing 
had a lot of things to do. The leaders ought to 
get together and formulate plans for possible 
improvements. And he went on giving the 
wisdom of many years. 

So they kept on having dinners every year. 
Sometimes they heard the advice of wise men,

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sometimes they heard practically nothing at all 
that a newspaper man could put quotes around 
and publish the next morning. But always it 
was clear that the guest of honor was being set 
in a high place for the evening to see for him- 
self, or herself, that people were fond of them 
and proud of them. 

Matt Winn, the twelfth of these guests of 
honor, is a race track operator with no idealistic 
illusions. People usually speak of him as the 
man who has seen all the runnings of the Ken- 
tucky Derby and who made the Kentucky Derby 
into America’s No. 1 horse race. The newspapers 
have rarely posed him as an assertive, aggressive 
fighter, confident of his rights, and pledged ‘o 
stand upon them against whatever comes. But 
the public, and especially the Turf, caught him 
in that pose this year, and, thinking back, it 
seemed a very familiar picture. Matt Winn had 
always been one of racing’s ruggedest individuals. 

Colonel Winn, after he had finished his expres- 
sion of appreciation, had only a few words to say. 
Like most of the Thoroughbred Club’s honored 
guests, he was no speechmaker. But it seemed 
significant to us that the few words this rugged 
individual said were almost the same as those 
with which E. R. Bradley had begun. 

Racing, he said, needed unity. It had achieved 
a measure of unity in the Turf Committee of 
America, clearing house for the sport’s great 
contributions to war charities, and in the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations of the United 
States, Inc. The formation of these organizations 
was “a wonderful move.” 

Unity, like international peace, has to be fought 
for. The difficulty of achieving it is suggested 
by the fact that it was ten years after Colonel 
Bradley's speech before race track heads sat 
down together to start fighting their way toward 
unity. And unity is, of course, always a relative 
term. We have unity today only if we have more 
unity than we had yesterday. Through the T. R. 
A. we are now gaining at a faster rate than ever. 
Let’s take the advice of our wise men and con- 
tinue, through whatever scraps are necessary, 
the struggle toward unity and its strength.

Mulholland and His Horses 


OR quite a few years now W. F. Mulholland 

has been doing a bit better than all right 
with the horses in the George D. Widener stable, 
an organization which is modest enough in most 
respects, but has an increasing habit of thrust- 
ing itself forward quite rudely near the finish 
line. Trainer Mulholland has been recognized 
as a thoroughly capable horseman, but there was 
always a qualification—-somewhere behind him, 
and you couldn’t be sure how far, was the ageing 
but highly capable figure of Andrew Jackson 
Joyner. The Widener horses wintered at Erden- 
heim, to which Mr. Joyner had retired in about 
the same sense that Paderewski retired to Poland, 
and there was a fair suspicion that no Widener 
horse was going to do a lot of running without 
a few hints from the old master. But the Sage 
of Erdenheim died September 1, and yet the blue 
and light blue Widener silks have been right 
noticeakle at Pimlico, where Platter and Stefanita 
picked up a pair of stakes apiece, and a matter 
of $62,570 if you want to be mercenary about it. 
Trainer Mulholland seems to have the situation 
pretty well in hand, and now there is no quali- 
fication. 

Since there are two horses involved, there are 
of course two arguments. The questions before 
the house are: (1) how does Stefanita rank with 
Askmenow as leading 3-year-old filly of the year, 
and (2) where should Platter be rated among the 
2-year-olds ? 

As far as the first of these is concerned, the 
opinion here is that Stefanita deserves the top 
position, both on consistency and class. She has 
been unplaced only once in 13 starts this year 
and though her earnings are some $35,000 below 
Askmenow’s, she has been a more dependable 
racing proposition, in addition to beating the 
Menow filly for the Alabama Stakes. Askmenow’s 
owner, Hal Price Headley, is rather philosophic 
about racing matters, and I have no doubt he 
will be able to find sufficient consolation in sec- 
ond place with the $98,625 which Askmenow pick- 
ed up this season. 

As for Platter, this looks like a good winter 
argument. Nobody much knew he was around 
until he ran third in the Futurity. In his next 
start he was unplaced behind less powerful com- 
pany, and there were unkind persons who hinted 
that his name had an extra “t” in it. But with 
the Pimlico Futurity and the Walden Stakes Plat- 
ter got right into the thick of things, in a season 
when the leaders—-Occupy, Alorter, Rodney Stone, 
and a few others—-haven’'t overexerted themselves 
in the direction of consistency. 

Fall 2-year-old form is mischancy stuff. If you 
are old enough to be out of the Army you will re- 
member a horse named Commonwealth. He won 
the Endurance Handicap and showed I forget 
how much ability, and everybody bet like crazy 
on him in the winter books for the Kentucky 
Derby, in which he finished a rousing tenth. Then 
there was Challedon, which came to 2-year-old 
prominence amid snorts about the inutility of 
Maryland fall form, and yet managed to be quite 
a horse at three and up. Whether you rank Plat- 
ter with the leaders or toss him out as only a

MARYLAND 


Pimlico Closes 


HE abbreviated but highly successful fall 

racing season closed in Maryland November 
13, as far as major racing is concerned, with the 
comparative novelty of a new set of betting 
records to contemplate. On closing day there 
was a crowd of about 19,000 in attendance, and 
they bet $1,414,956, this being the sixth time dur- 
ing the 30-day meeting that wagering passed 
the million. Previously in Maryland million-dol- 
lar handles were expected only on Preakness Day. 
For the entire 30 days, the turnover was $26,- 
112,225, daily average $870,421, which by way 
of comparison is nearly as large as was the New 
York average last year. Last spring Pimlico 
averaged $672,865 daily, and in 1942, the com- 
bination of spring and fall meetings averaged 
$543,452, a figure which was then viewed as un- 
usually high. 

The profits of the last three days of the meet- 
ing were to be turned over to the national war 
fund, but no estimate of the amount realized 
was immediately forthcoming. The rest of the 
meeting, of course, was the joint affair of the 
four major Maryland tracks, and it seems that 
Laurel Park, Bowie, and Havre de Grace, with- 
out opening their gates during the season, will 
be able to show a profitable year. 

Money-winning honors at the meeting went 
to Calumet Farm, which picked up $86,000 and 
insured its position at the top of the owners’ list 
for the year. Greentree Stable, its closest rival 
both at the meeting and for the year, earned 
$65,150, and the much smaller stable of George 
D. Widener got $63,070. Eddie Arcaro, who rode 
33 winners during the 30 days was by far the 
leading jockey, the runner-up being Nick Jemas 
with 21 wins. 

Racing in Maryland, however, is not entirely 
over. The Marlboro track, unable to get its 
usual summer dates because of the pleasure driv- 
ing ban which was then in force, later secured 
dates for the late fall, and will open its 10-day 
session November 17. It is in very good position 
this year, for the stables which have been in 
operation in the East have no racing opportuni- 
ties during the rest of November, and Marlboro 
should get better horses than it is usually able 
to command. 

The major Maryland season, now completed, 
was cut to just half of its usual extent, with a 
total of 50 days, all at Pimlico, of which eight 
were run for the war charities, 15 for Pimlico 
alone, and 27 as a joint enterprise. Maryland 
racing interests were rather severely discontented 
last spring with the 20 days of racing at Pimlico, 
feeling that a stiffer attitude on the part of the 
tracks and the racing commission might have 
obtained a considerably larger allotment of spring 
dates. Presumably this feeling continues, in 
view of the fact that other Eastern tracks, ap- 
proximately as badly located as Bowie, Havre de 
Grace, and Laurel Park, have been able to oper- 
ate with immense success. 

From a point of view which the average horse- 
man can hardly be expected to share, Maryland 
racing did not lose a great deal, particularly in 
the fall. The most important fixtures were con- 
centrated at Pimlico, and it is not too much to 
say that what the fall racing lost in extent it gain- 
ed in class, for the 1943 fall season was perhaps 
of the highest quality the State has ever seen, 
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and the daily average distribution was also high- 
er than the fall season has ever reached.

There used to be some confusion between the 
Bowie Handicap at Bowie, and the Bowie Handi- 
cap at Pimlico, though the races were not much 
alike, and were run at opposite ends of the sea- 
son. Some of the trouble was eliminated two 
seasons ago, when Pimlico renamed its race the 
Governor Bowie. This year the Bowie Handicap 
was not run because Bowie had no spring meet- 
ing, and the Governor Bowie was lost in the 
condensation of the fall meeting at Pimlico. But 
Governor Bowie stayed in the picture; the Saga- 
more Stakes was renamed the Oden Bowie, and 
five 2-year-olds contested it. 

The favored Dance Team stayed in contention 
for a little over a quarter-mile and then faded, 
and the second choice Pensive, going into the 
race with a bar shoe to protect an injury to his 
right front hoof, aggravated the injury during 
the race, and though he closed some ground near 
the end was no better than third. Director J. E. 
ran off with the race, leading for all except the 
first few strides, and Sweeping Time, after a 
slow start, took second by a wide margin with- 
out threatening the winner. 

Director J. E., winner of the Richard Johnson 
Stakes earlier in the meeting, has started 10 
times, won five races, finished second twice, and 
earned $14,130. His pedigree and family par- 
ticulars appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of October 
23, page 472.

Fall successes among 2-year-olds make diffi- 
cult form. Some late developments, like Challe- 
don, go on to make top 3-year-olds. Others, ap- 
parently owing their victories to dwindling oppo- 
sition rather than to high class, fizzle out in the 
following season. Up for classification now is 
George D. Widener’s Platter, whose maiden suc- 
cess was in the Pimlico Futurity November 3, 
and the preponderance of opinion is that he is 
a colt of high promise.

The top rank among the 3-year-old fillies has 
for some time been down to two-——Hal Price Head- 
ley’s Askmenow and Mr. Widener’s Stefanita. 
Their paths crossed in the Alabama Stakes, and 
Stefanita, with a seven-pound pull in the weights, 
won by nearly two lengths. It was a fairly even 
performance, weight considered, and Askmenow’s 
subsequent victory in the American Derby placed 
her temporarily in the lead.

Judge Landis and Racing 


The following is from a column by the Kansas 
City Star’s C. E. McBride. 


RECENT issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, an ex- 

cellent Kentucky weekly devoted to the race 
horse and published by the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, referred to Baseball's 
K. M. Landis as “a prissy old man” and called 
attention to the fact that the late Chicago gang- 
ster, Frank Nitti, controlled $50,000 worth of 
stock in the Gables Racing association, which is 
Miami’s Tropical Park. 

The article was an odd mixture of ridicule of 
Judge Landis, his barring of owners of race track 
stock from baseball ownership and a mild manner 
of censure for the racing game and its hidden 
stockholders. The author of the article admitted 
that gangsters should not be allowed to own stock 
in race tracks and advocated the publication of 
the real names of all owners of race track shares. 

Our only quarrel with the race weekly article 
is the obvious inclination to smear Judge Landis 
for trying to keep Baseball clear of any taints 
that might come through a co-ownership of base- 
ball and racing. We cannot go along with that. 

Landis was hired, in the main, to keep Baseball 
clean. His hiring came after discovery of a worid 
series sellout by a small group of players on a 
great team, the Chicago White Sox of 1919. Since 
then it has been the main Landis duty to keep 
Baseball above suspicion. In line with that he 
has ruled that no owner of racing stock can own 
baseball stock. That doesn’t mean that Judge 
Landis casts any aspersions on the many hign- 
type and honest sportsmen connected with the 
racing game, men like George D. Widener, who 
owns stock in the Philadelphia National league 
baseball club and in that role the object of an 
ejection move by the high commissioner of base- 
ball. Or men like Warren Wright and Charley 
Howard and Hal Price Headley, owners of racing 
stables. 

But Baseball hardly could make a rule approv- 
ing certain men as dual owners of racing and 
baseball stock, barring others, so the rule has to 
be general, and it’s a splendid rule despite anv 
slurs by race writers. 

Landis may be “a prissy old man” as THE 
BLOOD-HORSE suggests, but he’s done a grand job 
for a grand game that thrives without sanction- 
ed betting, the only thing that keeps racing alive. 

What the racing game needs——the racing game 
with its gangster stockholders, even though they 
be few, and its frequent scandals—-what the rac- 
ing game really needs is ‘a prissy old man” like 
Landis to take it over and rule it with the iron 
fists of a dictator. Place a Landis—‘“prissy old 
man” if you wish—-at the head of the race game 
along with such men as Widener and Vanderbilt 
and Strub and Kyne and the highest type of 
horse owners and trainers such as Howard and 
Crosby and Wright and Ben Jones and Hirscn 
Jacobs and there might not be any justification 
in barring race track stockholders from owning 
stock in baseball clubs. 

But as it is now we'll string along with Base- 
ball’s “prissy old man” and his manner of main- 
taining a game that is sunk deep in the hearts 
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of the American public and holds its place there 
with no benefit of pari-mutuels. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE meant no disrespect to Judge 
Landis, simply did not want him “dismissed [i. e., 
by people in racing] as a prissy old man.” We 
wish that racing were so organized that it could 
have such a leader of its own, but that is mani- 
festly impossible.—Eb. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


ITH 42 of its scheduled 54 racing days com- 

pleted with the racing of November 13, 
Rockingham is within two weeks of getting 
through without being frozen up, a risk which 
a track so far north must take in November. The 
racing has of course been not very distinguished, 
for though purses have risen to a minimum of 
$1.300, most of the horses on the grounds are 
platers. On November 13, for instance, though 
there were two $2,000 races, all of the races were 
under claiming conditions except a 2-year-old 
allowance race, won by Pine Tree Stable’s Pique, 
by Knave High. 

Rockingham Park's biggest day, however, was 
Armistice Day. “Day” is used advisedly; racing 
began at 10 in the morning and went on, with an 
intermission for lunch, until 5:30 in the after- 
noon. There were 14 races on the card, and 
when the last had been run, Rockingham had a 
new betting record of $1,335,287. The day was 
marked by a temperature below freezing, but 
none of the customers’ assets seemed to have 
been frozen. The entire program was devoted 
to raising money for the National War Fund, and 
it was estimated that at least $100,000 was 
realized. 

The six morning races were claiming affairs, 
but a $5,000 handicap, supported by several non- 
claiming races, featured the afternoon. The 
main event, at 11,;, miles, was won by Mrs. B. S. 
Campbell’s Barbara Childs, a 4-year-old Clock 
Tower filly which has won eight races and $29,745 
this season. Only one favorite won during the 
morning, but five scored in the afternoon. Pos- 
sibly some “morning glories’”’ had their day. 


No Extension 


Early in the Rockingham Park meeting there 
were reports of an extension, which Manager Lou 
Smith at once denied. But the rumors have con- 
tinued, and on November 13 Manager Smith de- 
nied them again.

Four Owners a Day 


While T. F. Bledsoe had his horse Dedlock in 
the paddock at Bay Meadows November 10, he 
sold the animal to Tiny Naylor for $1,600 and half 
the purse of the race provided Dedlock won. Mr. 
Naylor, apparently no bad hand at a bargain, 
sold Dedlock at once to W. Coutts for $1,800. 
Dedlock, meanwhile going to post under the Bled- 
soe silks, won the race and was claimed by Good- 
man and Wheelwright for $1,600. All of this 


moved too fast for the track office, which credit- 
ed the winner’s share of the purse to Bledsoe.

Peace Chance Goes to Florida 


ECENTLY the C. V. Whitney Farm at Lex- 

ington advertised for private sale the stal- 
lion Peace Chance, 12-year-old son of Chance Shot 
—Peace, by *Stefan the Great. 

On Monday, November 15, Peace Chance was 
shipped from Robert M. Young’s Homewood 
Farm, where he had been standing, to Frederick 
C. Peters’ farm near Fort Lauderdale, Fla., along 
with some mares and weanlings owned by Mr. 
Peters. The horse was purchased by Mr. Peters 
as an addition to the most ambitious Thorough- 
bred nursery Florida has ever had, inaugurated 
last spring by the acquisition of Mucho Gusto 
and a number of broodmares. At the summer 
sales at Keeneland Mr. Peters bought an interest 
in the stallion Grand Slam, which will stand at 
Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm, Nicholasville, 
Ky. 

Peace Chance was one of the best 3-year-olds 
of 1934, but his racing was limited by a knee 
injury, apparently received when he was at the 
post for the Kentucky Derby. He set a track 
record at Churchill Downs, a mile in 1:3545, and 
scored his most notable victory in the Belmont 
Stakes, runing the mile and a half in 2:291;, the 
last quarter in the unheard of time of 234; 
seconds. In 13 starts he won five races, was five 
times second, and earned $46,660. 

In the stud Peace Chance has had considerable 
success and a high percentage of winners. His 
stakes winners to date are Flight Command, Red 
Dock, Appeasement, Fad, and Weyanoke. This 
year to date he is represented by 36 winners, in- 
cluding eight 2-year-old winners. 


Stand Pat and Blen Eagle 


Arthur Brent, trainer for the Parkwood Stable 
of Canadian motor magnate R. S. McLaughlin, 


in Lexington this week attending the sales, in- 
formed THE BLooD-HoRSE that the stallion Blen 
Eagle had been leased to R. James Speers, of 
Winnipeg, to stand in western Canada, and the 
very successful Stand Pat leased to Charles H. 
Hemstead to stand at his place near Toronto. 

Blen Eagle, a 5-year-old son of *Blenheim II 
and the excellent producer *Erne, by White 
Eagle, was purchased as a Saratoga yearling for 
$14,000. He showed speed, but was sound enough 
for only two starts. 

Stand Pat, high-class handicapper by John P. 
Grier out of *Low Degree, by Llangibby, has had 
only a few offspring to reach racing age, but 
numbers among his get the stakes winners Un- 
disturbed, Ten to Ace, Heulwen, Patruska, and 
Patafryn and several other good-class winners 
in Canada.

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The Fall Sales 
At Lexington 


RDINARILY, in years when there is fall rac- 

ing at Lexington, the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s Lexington Fall Sales are held at the same 
time as the race meeting. But this year, with 
Keeneland dark because of the war, the dates 
for the sales were moved back to the middle of 
November, so that trainers and owners from 
other racing centers would be able to attend. 
Thus the sales themselves constituted the only 
attraction, aside from the Thoroughbred Club’s 
annual dinner, to bring a large group of potential 
buyers to the city. Sales were to be held after- 
noons and evenings for the first three days, and 
evenings only on Thursday and Friday. 

Only two sessions had been completed at the 
time this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE went to press, 
those of Monday afternoon and evening. They 
were enough to verify what was indicated by the 
summer yearling sale at Keeneland, that the 
auction itself was enough to bring the buyers to 
the horses. 

In the first two sessions 146 Thoroughbreds 
were sold for $107,085, average $733. Forty- 
eight broodmares averaged $500, and 76 year- 
lings averaged $944. These figures may be com- 
pared with the following tabulation, which in- 
cludes the whole of last year’s Lexington Fall 
Sales.

Averages for yearlings sold in the fall sales at 
Lexington must always be interpreted with refer- 
ence to sex distribution and with reference to 
the summer sales, usually held at Saratoga, but 
this year divided between Keeneland and Meadow 
Brook. At the first night’s sale this year 48 
fillies brought $29,650, average $618; 28 colts, 
$42,125, average $1,504. There were 63 per cent 
fillies, as against 56.5 per cent last fall. The 
average for colts was approximately three times 
that of the Lexington Fall Sales in 1942 ($510), 
and the average for fillies was more than two 
and a half times that of 1942 ($237). These com- 
parisons are only tentative, of course, as the en- 
tire sale of last year is included and only a minor 
portion of this year’s auctions. 


Monday Afternoon, November 15 


N the first afternoon of the sales 63 head 

brought $32,835, average $522. The sale was 
made up principally of broodmares, of which 48 
sold for $24,010, average $500. Thirteen wean- 
lings realized $8,225, average $632, and two stal- 
lions brought a total of $600. 

The afternoon's highest price was $4,100, paid 
by Almahurst Farm for the broodmare *Nordresa, 
in foal to Andy K., consigned by Edwin K. 
Thomas, Agent. *Nordresa, by Lovelace out of 
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the high-class French stakes winer *Celerina, is 
a half-sister to Pennsburg, top 3-year-old colt in 
France this year. The next best price was $3,400, 
paid by Roscoe Goose for the young Tall Trees 
Stable broodmare Last Message, in foal to *Bull 
Dog. 

In the following summary, if a broodmare was 
announced as in foal, the name of the stallion to 
which she was bred in 1943 is given in paren- 
thesis after her breeding.

Notes of the Sales 


The dispersal of the Tall Trees Stable at the 
beginning of the sale concluded Mrs. Frank J. 
Navin’s association with racing and breeding, and 
Trainer Lee O'Donnell was out of a job for the 
first time since he became associated with horse 
sports. Mr. O’Donnell went to work for the 
late Frank J. Navin in 1921, was for years a 
trainer and rider of saddle-bred horses and show 
jumpers.

Mr. Koontz also owns Sweeping 
Light, Pairbypair, and *Shifting Sands II, stand- 
ing at John S. Wiggins’ Military Stock Farm, 
Paris, Ky.; Letalone, which is located in the 
Texas panhandle; and the Arkansas Derby win- 
ner Ariel Toy, at Mr. Koontz’s home place, Paul- 
fred Farms, Tulsa, Okla. Mr. Koontz also shares 
with H. F. Guggenheim the ownership of the 
handsome *Bull Dog stallion War Dog, which will 
make the 1944 season at Charles W. Black's Silver 
Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky. 

Willie Causey, who bought some of the higher- 


priced yearlings Monday night, was acting for the 
account of Mrs. Ada L. Rice, of Chicago. He paid 
the highest price of the evening when he went 
to $6,000 to get Miss Henrietta Bingham’s ex- 
cellent colt by Stimulus out of the *Sir Gallahad 
III mare Guiding Light. 

The Chicago contractor John Marsch, who is 
coming to be called Futurity John because he has 
won more Futurities than anyone else, was on 
hand with Trainer Roscoe Goose, and the yearl- 
ings Mr. Goose bought were for his account.

A major gesture of international good will was 
the recent presentation of the stallion Foxbrough 
by William Woodward, chairman of The Jockey 
Club of New York, to Manuel Avila Camacho, 
president of Mexico. President Camacho had 
signified his interest in racing and the Thorough- 
bred by encouraging the Hipodromo de _ las 
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Americas and by setting up his own stud and 
stable, but the gift of Foxbrough is more than a 
pat on the back in appreciation of his sporting 
interests, since the horse was of high class and 
possessed of one of the world’s best pedigrees.

O stakes events were included in the early 

racing at Mexico City, such races being re- 
served until the program gets a little further 
along. Attendance has been higher than last 
year’s average, and a second successful meeting 
is promised. Horsemen are naturally a little less 
sceptical about the new track than they were last 
year, and though there have been a few four- 
horse fields, entries have been considerably 
heavier than during the first days of the inaugural 
meeting. Most of the owners from the United 
States who raced at Mexico City are back again, 
notably A. R. Eppenauer and J. L. Sullivan, who 
lost no time getting into the winner's circle, and 
there are a good many more Mexican owners, who 
seem to be winning their share of the races. 


The most successful performer thus far has 
been Mrs. L. B. Gonzalez’s Kiosk, a *By-Pass II 
mare which won the Jockey Club Mexicano 
Stakes last spring. On opening day she had 
only a gallop to win the 10,000-pesos Handicap de 
Inauguracion, a 5'-furlong dash for all ages. 
She was back October 30 for a six-furlong allow- 
ance race and won by a head, though she was 
forced all the way by Mrs. J. L. Sullivan’s Texon 
Boy. On November 7 she had an easier time in 
a six-furlong overnight handicap and won by two 
lengths. 

The best rivalry at the track, however, has de- 
veloped between Texon Boy, joint holder of the 
track record for six furlongs, and Mr. Eppenauer’s 
Blue Stripe, which beat him at seven furlongs

November 6. As a result the track scheduled 
what Mexican papers called a hand-to-hand con- 
test on November 13, the first special of its sort 
run at the new track. The race was at six fur- 
longs, with 4,000 pesos to the winner and 500 
pesos each to the respective trainers. The result 
has not yet been received.

Louisville's Handbooks 


The Louisville Courier-Journal, possibly a trifle 
miffed over the result of the Kentucky election 
a few days earlier, on November 12 tossed an 
eight-column streamer at the handling of book- 
making cases in Louisville’s police court. The 
story pointed out that, despite specific provisions 
of the laws against bookmaking, all charges are 
amended to a charge of breach of peace, where- 
upon the accused handbook operator pays a $5 
fine and hurries back to his telephone, which is 
considerately left undisturbed. In fact, said the 
Courier-Journal, 


for a person charged with breach of a law carrying 
a fine of not less than $1,000 nor less than six 
months in jail, the average bookie has become the 
most unconcerned person in Police Court. 


Lexington had an even better story several 
years ago. An embittered bettor made a one- 
man picket line of himself in front of a local 
handbook, complete with a _ sign stating his 
grievance. After his picture got in the papers, 
Lexington peace officers went around to the ad- 
dress and shook the handle of the door. It was 
apparently locked, or maybe just opened hard, 
so the matter ended there.

Last Day of Racing 


HE United Hunts Racing Association has the 

longest continuous history of any of the New 
York associations. It was founded in the spring 
of 1905 by Perry Belmont and other prominent 
sportsmen of the day, and it held its first meet- 
ing at nearly forgotten Morris Park. Next year 
it moved to Belmont Terminal, next door to Bel- 
mont Park, and when that area passed from 
racing to real estate, the United Hunts held its 
meeting, usually on Election Day, at various 
places—Roslyn, Piping Rock, Aqueduct, Belmont 
Park, and elsewhere. In the dark days of 1911 
and 1912, when the New York tracks were closed, 
the United Hunts meetings continued to be held, 
were of material assistance in getting racing 
back into the State again. 

But the program at Belmont Park November 
15 could hardly have been envisioned by the 
spectators at the inaugural meeting of 1905. A 
crowd of 15,291 was out for the last day of racing 
in New York this season, and they poured $1,543,- 
461 into the totalizators, to raise the total for 190 
days of racing in New York to $284,635,717, which 
is approximately as much as was bet in the 
nation, outside of New York, only a few years 
ago. 

The featured event is regularly the Temple 
Gwathmey Steeplechase Handicap, which this 
season was having its twentieth running. Sup- 
porting this was a two-mile steeplechase named

for Greentree’s competent old jumper Cherry 
Malotte, and it went to Mrs. Esther du Pont 
Weir’s *Burma Road, an Irish-bred gelding by 
Link Boy. This race was having its inaugural 
running, as was the 2!-mile New York Turf 
Writers Cup, over hurdles. This was taken in 
easy style by J. B. Balding’s Harford, a Chance 
Play gelding bred by the late Johnson N. Camden. 
Wait a Bit, which had won the $10,000 Victory 
Handicap at Belmont Park two days earlier, was 
out again for the all-age seven-furlong handicap 
run as the seventh race, and he was along at 
the finish to win by a length and a half from 
Great Rush, which ran to his name but started a 
little too late. 

A six-furlong dash for 2-year-olds, with a $2,- 
500 purse, found A. E. Munyer’s Peppy Miss, by 
Bull Lea, getting up just at the end to nose out 
Longchamp Farm’s Dance Team, considered one 
of the better juveniles of the season, with another 
well regarded youngster, Black Badge, finishing 
unplaced. It was no more than a fitting ending 
to the season that Hirsch Jacobs won the last 
race with his wife’s Southport, a 4-year-old by 
Pilate. 

Since Pimlico had completed its fall racing on 
the Saturday before the United Hunts meeting, 
racing in the United States now shrinks to the 
meeting at Bay Meadows in California, the short 
meeting at half-mile Marlboro, in Maryland, and 
the Rockingham Park meeting which ends No- 
vember 27. But before these close, the Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans will have got under way 
so that there will be no completely raceless 
period this fall. Furthermore a good many

The last jumping race of the season found some 
of the better steeplechasers out of action, but two 
of the starting field have been running steadily all 
season, Knight’s Quest and Iron Shot, and they 
were made favorite and second choice as named. 
Early in the season Knight’s Quest, a fast fencer 
possessed of a considerable turn of speed on the 
flat, was usually to be found in the van during 
the early stages, but except for the Lion Heart 
Steeplechase Handicap at Aqueduct in June he 
had found himself unable to stay at the end. At 
Pimlico on November 1, however, he either forced 
or made the pace all the way to win the Battle- 
ship Steeplechase Handicap, and in the longer 
Temple Gwathmey he ran to a headlong victory. 

In fact it was a headlong race. Knight’s Quest 
broke to the front and kept going. Bank Note 
was behind him in a few strides and pushed him 
to the end, and Greek Flag was third after a few 


fences, displacing Iron Shot, which thereafter 


ran fourth to the finish. The others were largely 
outrun and were unable to make up ground at the 


end, although the leaders, as might have been ex- 
petced, were slowing up, and the time for the 
race was nearly 18 seconds slower than the track 
record. Iron Shot bobbled a fence or two and 
*Nayr spilled his rider at the tenth fence; other- 
wise there were no excuses. 

Knight’s Quest, which has made 17 starts this 
year, has won three of them, all stakes. His en- 
tire record is 51 starts, 10 wins, 12 seconds, four 
thirds, and he has earned $27,885. His pedigree 
and family particulars appeared in THE BLOoop- 
HORSE of June 19, page 764.

HE Thoroughbred Club of America, in its an- 
7 nual testimonial dinners to noted figures in 
racing, honored Edward Riley Bradley in 1932, 
Joseph E. Widener in 1933, Desha Breckinridge 
in 1934, William Woodward in 1935, Johnson N. 
Camden in 1936, Samuel D. Riddle in 1937, Mrs. 
Payne Whitney in 1938, Carleton F. Burke in 
1939, Warren Wright in 1940, Hal Price Headley 
in 1941, George D. Widener in 1942. 

This year, for the first time, it chose a guest 
of honor who has never bred a Thoroughbred 
horse, and whose efforts, at the key points of his 
career, had been as much concerned with the 
survival as with the improvement of the sport. 
This was 82-year-old M. J. Winn, whose faculty 
of surviving with honor put him once more in 
the national spotlight last spring, when he stood 
calmly to his decision to run the Kentucky Derby 
in the face of pressure from confused Washing- 
ton. 

The dinner was held in the Phoenix Hotel on 
the evening of Saturday, November 13. Thanks 
to the general disposition on the part of horse- 
men and others to avoid unnecessary use of 
overcrowded transportation facilities, the dining 
room was only comfortably filled with approxi- 
mately 360 guests. 

The program was presided over by James C. 
Stone, president of the Thoroughbred Club. Its 
principal speaker was James A. Farley, former 
postmaster general, one of racing’s most constant 
fans among the important political figures in 
the nation, and long-time friend of Colonel Winn. 
Mr. Farley, a little straitened by the non-political 
nature of the gathering, chatted informally on 
the war and the subsequent peace, declared his 
faith in the ability of the American people to 
weather any storm and his hope that the war 
in Europe “will be won before the next running 
of the Kentucky Derby,” and said of Colonel 
Winn that he “probably has done more for rac- 
ing than any single American.” 

Terry P. Smith, Mayfield, Ky., banker and 
humorist, mixed his tribute to the Thoroughbred 
and Colonel Winn with an assortment of yarns, 
leading off with: “Horse sense is an_ instinct 
which teaches horses not to bet on people.” 

Keen Johnson, retiring governor of Kentucky, 
extended an official welcome, lauded Colonel 
Winn for his many triumphs and especially for 
his notable success in making famous the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Another Democratic politico at 
the head table was Kentucky’s junior senator, 
Albert B. (Happy) Chandler. 

Congratulatory telegrams from George D. 
Widener, William Woodward, Carleton F. Burke, 
E. R. Bradley, Warren Wright, Herbert Bayard 
Swope, and numerous others were read by Chair- 
man Stone. When he came to the telegram sign- 
ed by Simeon S. Willis, newly elected Republican 
governor of Kentucky, the crowd broke into pro- 
longed applause, to the grinning discomfiture of 
the Democrats at the speaker’s table and its own 
great glee. 

Colonel Winn, whose 82 birthdays have left 
him with an exceptional amount of vigor but in 
no mood for extended speechmaking, had one

thing strongly in his mind—it was time for rac- 


ing to pull together: 


I now feel that we will have what I have always 
wished for, unity between three great interests, 
breeders of Thoroughbreds, horsemen, and repre- 
sentatives of the various racing organizations. Rac- 
ing today needs unity more than ever because we 
are at our peak. As you know, we always have 
alleged reformers to to contend with, but when we 
unite nothing can stop us from going forward. 

The war, and all the problems created by it, comes 
first for our consideration. I am in position to as- 
sure my hearers that racing everywhere is doing its 


full duty. Its contributions to the War Fund have 
been most generous and in keeping with its 
progress. 


The formation of the two Thoroughbred organiza- 
tions a year ago—the Turf Committee of America, 
Herbert B. Swope, president, and the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations of the United States, John Clark, 
president—was also a wonderful move in uniting 
the severa! interests, as the personne! is fine and 
the work has been good, and I know it will be 
greater as it goes along. 

In the early part of this year, the Turf Committee, 
of which Mr. Herbert Bayard Swope is chairman, 
put a figure of $2,000,000 for this year, and I feel 
satisfied it will be double that amount before the 
year is over. 

I thank you again for the honor you have bestow- 
ed upon me. I assure you you will always find me 
fighting for the advance of racing. With this unity 
and the cooperation of our State Racing Commis- 
sion, we can always meet and discuss racing in all 
its angles. With support of this character, we cer- 
tainly should keep it clean and successful. 


Gratitude, Respect, Veneration 


Following is the text of the scroll read and 
presented to Colonel Winn by the Thoroughbred 
Club’s President James C. Stone. 


HE Thoroughbred Club of America, holding as 

it does that the racing and breeding of Thor- 
oughbreds is the noblest of sports, inaugurated 
in 1932 a series of testimonial dinners to honor 
those who have wrought most successfully to ad- 
vance that sport. In furtherance of that custom, 
the Thoroughbred Club in 1943 honors

at its twelfth annual dinner, with the full realiza- 
tion that in paying this tribute to one who has 
borne the heat of racing’s battles for nearly a 
half-century, it also honors itself. In testimony 
thereof this scroll is presented, in the presence 
of the members of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America and its guests, at the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington, November 13, 1943. 

Colonel Winn was born in Louisville on June 
30, 1861, and was already a successful business 
man when, in 1902, he assisted in the organiza- 
tion of a group including Charles F. Grainger, 
Andrew Vennie, W. E. Applegate, and others, to 
purchase the grandstand and barns at Churchill 
Downs, and a few years later the entire property. 
That his devotion to the Turf involved forsaking 
all others became evident two years later, when 
he resigned his other business connections to be- 
come general manager at Churchill Downs. 

In the years between then and now Colonel 


Winn has fought a notable series of battles, and

Challedon entered the stud in the 1943 season. He was bred to 30 mares and 
26 of these were reported to be in foal. Of the thirty mares, less than one third 
were bred more than once. 


Challedon was a winner of 20 races in four seasons. He won Pimlico Futurity, New 
England Futurity, Maryland Futurity, Preakness Stakes, Yankee Handicap, Classic Stakes, 
Narragansett Special, Hawthorne Gold Cup, Havre de Grace Handicap (twice), Maryland 
Handicap, Pimlico Special (twice), Tranter Handicap, Hollywood Gold Cup, Whitney Stakes, 
Philadelphia Handicap, was second in Kentucky Derby, James C. Thornton Memorial Handi- 
cap, Narragansett Special, third in Chesapeake Stakes, Kent Handicap, Dwyer Stakes, and 
Massachusetts Handicap. 


Challedon established a world’s record of 1:54%; for 134g miles in winning the $5,000 
added Tranter Handicap as a 3-year-old. He set a new track record of 2:02 in winning the 
Hollywood Gold Cup (11, miles under 133 pounds). Challedon could carry high weights 
successfully and won over fast, good, slow, heavy, and muddy tracks. At four when he was 
never unplaced he carried as high as 133 pounds (and won), and never carried less than 126. 


Challedon has an outstanding racing career and pedigree. His sire *Challenger II has 
had an outstanding record at stud. Not including his 2-year-olds of 1943 *Challenger II 
has sired 125 registered and named foals of racing age. Of these 91 are winners to date, in- 
cluding 13 stakes winners. 


*Challenger II is the sire of five 2-year-old winners to date this season. One of these, 
Dare Me, is a stakes winner. *Challenger II also is sire of the 1943 stakes winners Unchal- 
lenged, Vincentive, and Challamore. His other stakes winners include Challephen, The 
Schemer, Goya, Challite, Savage Beauty, Harp Weaver, Aethelwold, Pictor, Victory Morn, 
Magnificent, and there are others which have placed in stakes, including the 1942 2-year- 
old Titling. 


*Challenger II sired 11 2-year-old winners from 22 starters in 1942. Challedon’s dam, 
Laura Gal, is a winning daughter of *Sir Gallahad III, four times leading American sire and 
once leading broodmare sire. Laura Dianti was a stakes-winning daughter of the great sire 
*Wrack. Lady Errant also was a stakes winner and out of the stakes winner Outcome.

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he has yet to turn his back on an undefeated 
enemy. Forming the American Turf Associa- 
tion he joined issue at once with the Western 
Turf Association over the matter of dates in 
Kentucky and the Middle West, and in 1906 his 
first important Turf victory perched on his ban- 
ners. In 1908 he held the field against politically 
hostile reform forces in Louisville and won again, 
his heavy artillery being a battery of hastily 
assembled and almost forgotten machines which 
placed racing in Kentucky on a basis of pari- 
mutuel betting, which has since spread through- 
out the nation, to the enormous profit of the Turf. 

In 1907, allied with the late James Butler, he 
forced a way for Empire City into the circuit of 
New York tracks. In later years he survived 
actual, as well as figurative, battles to conduct 
racing at Juarez, and in this year of 1943, though 
in full compliance with the exigencies and needs 
of a most bitter war, he stood to his guns again 
and ran the Kentucky Derby, a circumstance 
which was of inestimable value to the Turf in 
other sections of the nation. To the war itself, 
under Colonel Winn’s guidance, Churchill Downs 
has given over $400,000. 

But the great achievement of Col. Matt Winn, 
which will outlive him and those who pay him 
honor at this testimonial dinner, is the Kentucky 
Derby, which became under his hands the most 
famous horse race in America. He found it, 
when he came to Churchill Downs in 1902, an 
inconsiderable Western 3-year-old preparation 
worth an average of less than $5,000 to the win- 
ner. By 1913, the year of Donerail, it had begun 
its ascent, until today, as not only those who 
know the Turf intimately are aware, it is the 
premier event of American racing, as well as the 
richest 3-year-old race in the world. He achieved,

in Twenty Grand, Omaha, Whirlaway, and others, 
the end of which Col. M. Lewis Clark had dream- 
ed in the year of Aristides. 

For this high achievement, for many other high 
achievements during his more than forty years 
in the American racing scene, for the color and 
the glory with which he has invested the sport 
of racing, and for his straightforward devotion 
to the best interests of the Turf and its followers, 
this scroll is conferred, representing an expres- 
sion of the gratitude and respect and veneration 
which racing in these states, and in Kentucky 
above all other states, owes to the recipient.

Remount Gets Some Arabs 


The office of the Quartermaster General at 
Washington announced last week that the well 
known Kellogg Stud Farm at Pomona, Calif., had 
been donated to the U. S. Remount Service. Along 
with about 800 acres of land, the Remount gets 
45 purebred Arab mares and 27 Arab stallions, 
together with a few Percherons and some ponies.

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NEW YORK 


Climactic Meeting 


EW YORK'’S amazing season ended Novem- 

ber 15 with a one-day session by the United 
Hunts Racing Association at Belmont Park. 
Immediately before this came the nine-day vic- 
tory meeting at Jamaica, a session marked with 
no fixtures, no traditions, no better than usual 
fall weather. And into this meeting race-goers 
poured $16,656,591 for a daily betting record of 
$1,850,732, the highest average that has ever 
been reached. 

On the final day, November 13, there were 30,- 
324 admissions at the track, and the betting sailed 
to $2,852,414, the world’s record for a seven- 
race card, and not far behind the $2,926,702 which 
was bet on eight races at Aqueduct on Labor Day. 

For the entire racing season in New York 
(omitting the United Hunts meeting), there 
were 189 days of racing, betting of $283,193,250, 
a daily average of $1,498,271. There had never 
previously been anything to approach it. Last 
year’s average was $877,778, which was then con- 
sidered good. The revenue to New York's state 
treasury will be approximately $18,000,000. 


Victory Racing 


The final week of racing included no stakes 
events, properly so called, but it did offer a num- 
ber of important races, with purses ranging up 
to $10,000. Results of some of the better events 
are recorded below: 

November 8: A $5,000 handicap at six fur- 
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longs for all ages was taken in front-running 
style by the *Pharamond II filly Spiral Pass, re- 
cently purchased by Coldstream Stud and run- 
ning in the name of Mrs. E. D. Shaffer. A Class 
D handicap at 114, miles, with a $2,500 purse, 
went to Mrs. Sol Rutchick’s Transformer, an 
Insco gelding bred by Ben A. Jones. 

November 9: Isidore Bieber’s Moon Maiden, 
5-year-old daughter of *Challenger II, and bred 
by William L. Brann in Maryland, outstayed 
three others to win a $5,000 handicap at 1%, 
miles, winning comfortably by two lengths. A 
Class D allowance race at six furlongs, restricted 
to 3-year-olds, was won by the 18-to-1 surprise 
Wiseup, by American Flag, bred by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Graham Lewis and racing for Matthew 
Reilly. 

November 10: Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, whose 
Terse had been beaten for the $5,000 handicap 
on Monday, won the $5,000 feature on Wednesday 
with Stymie, an Equestrian 2-year-old bred by 
Max Hirsch. Racing at 11,, miles, he won by 
an easy five lengths. One of the hardest raced 
good 2-year-olds since Seabiscuit, he has run 28 
times this season, earned $15,935. Havahome 
Stable took a $3,000 sprint handicap in Grade C 
with the 3-year-old Eye for Eye, by Chicaro, 
bred in Texas by King Ranch. 

November 11: The Armistice Day program, 
though it was one of the three $2,000,000 days 
at the meeting, was a weak one, with a Class D 
event with a $2,500 purse as the feature. E. D.

Dark Felt’s Melbourne Cup 


N the military centers of Australia, in the 

jungles and clearings of New Guinea, Guadal- 
canal, Vella Lavella, the Trobriands, all along the 
fighting fronts of the South Pacific, American 
soldiers and sailors found themselves hard put to 
uphold the reputation of the Kentucky Derby. 
The Melbourne Cup was run at Flemington 
Saturday, November 13, and the Anzacs were 
talking horse. Americans joined Australians in 
placing bets wtih self-appointed soldier book- 
makers. Sweeps, or jackpots, were organized to 
fit the situation, betting units ranging upward 
from packs of cigarette papers. The selector 
for an Army newspaper picked the winner. The 
broadcast account of the race was heard at the 
front lines in New Guinea, and movies of the con- 
test were flown there. There was enough com- 
motion that some of the boys from the States 
must have felt obliged to explain that the 
American Turf had some great races too. 

Though it is apparently harder to go places in 
Australia than in the United States, the crowd was 
one of the largest ever seen at Flemington, where 
it is as hard to count Melbourne Cup crowds as 
it is to count Derby day crowds at Epsom Downs 
in peacetime. The New York Times correspon- 
dent reported that a total of 59,800 traveled to the 
course by rail alone. Totalizator betting was 
£177,753 (about $700,000), a record for a day’s 
racing in Australia, and bookmakers handled 
several times that much. 

The race itself produced a story of more than 
average interest, even for the Melbourne Cup.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The winner, in a field of 24 starters, was Dark 
Felt, a 6-year-old whose record is not unlike that 
of Market Wise, or perhaps Riverland. He had 
been among the favorites for some time in ad- 
vance of the race, but remained a doubtful starter 
until the day before the running, then, overnight, 
was backed for tremendous sums, winding up as 
post-time co-favorite with the 1941 winner Skip- 
ton. By his easy three-length victory he brought 
off one of the greatest bettings coups of modern 
Australian racing. 

Dark Feit ran near the middle of the huge field 
during most of the first mile, moved up gradually, 
then suddenly turned on the power and took the 
lead with about six furlongs to go. A serious 
challenge came from Counsel, but Dark Felt 
put him away and was three lengths ahead at the 
end of the two miles. Claudette was third, a 
neck behind Counsel, and Skipton finished fifth. 
Time for the two-mile handicap was 3:2314, 
fastest since 1937. 

Dark Felt, ridden by Victor Hartney, who was 
engaged to ride him only the night before the 
race, carried 116 pounds, Counsel 103, Claudette 
99, as compared with Skipton’s 128. 

Dark Felt is a brown horse, foaled in 1937, by 
Spearfelt, which won the Melbourne Cup of 1926 
and was the leading sire in Australia for the 
1942-43 season. Spearfelt is by Spearhead, an 
English-bred son of Spearmint out of Baroness 
La Fleche, grandam of *Beau Pere. Gallant Elsa, 
Dark Felt’s dam, is by Top Gallant (son of 
Swynford) out of Elsa Craig, by Kenilworth, next 
dam Eily, by the noted Australian horse Wallace. 

Bred in Queensland by T. Jennings, Dark Felt 
was sold as a yearling for 525 guineas, and 
though he ran third to Lucrative in the Victoria 
Derby he was still a maiden when he turned four 
years old. Trainer Frank Musgrave found him 
principally useful as a work horse for the middle- 
distance champion Ajax when the latter was in 
his prime. He was sold to J. A. Cain, Sydney 
trainer, for £500 and shortly developed into one 
of the best performers in Australia. To date he 
has won more than £10,000 in stakes.

THE STORY OF PASSION 


RRIVING in Lexington last week for the 
sales Edwin Janss, Jr., reported on Passion, 
which seems to have set some sort of a record. 
Passion is a 2-year-old mare by Boxthorn out 
of Princess Margaret, by *Spanish Prince II, bred 
at the Janss family’s Rancho Conejo (ten thou- 
sand acres of citrus, lima beans, etc., and a few 
acres of horses) at Camarillo, Calif. She led the 
normal life of a respectable Thoroughbred foal 
of a reputable family and as a yearling she romp- 
ed with other fillies in the Conejo pastures. Last 
year Mr. Janss sold her to Stuart Hamblen, who 
had her broken and trained, named her, and re- 
ported to Mr. Janss this year that she seemed to 
be a very good doer and remained high in flesh 
even when her training was well advanced. 
When the spring season was well along toward 
summer Mr. Hamblen made the discovery that 
his 2-year-old racing prospect was carrying a 
foal, a fact which he lost no time in reporting 
to Mr. Janss. The latter returned the purchase 
price, took Passion back to Conejo Ranch, where, 
a week or so later, about the first of June, as 
he remembers it, she gave birth to a filly foal 
of unknown and unimaginable paternity. No 
colts had been pastured near the yearling fillies 
when Passion ran with them. An eye of suspicion 
was turned on Steel Torch, “supposed to be” a 
gelding, which happened to be at the farm at that 
time, but there was no evidence to convict him. 
The foal, a small one, was weaned early and 
sold, and about that time Mr. Janss decided to 
return to racing, which he had abandoned in 1942. 
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By and two others, in charge of Stanley Devore. 
Passion made her first start in the second race 
at Bay Meadows November 4, entered to be claim- 
ed for $1,000; she forced her way through the 
field in the early running, took the lead, held 
off challenges all through the stretch, won by a 
head from Alpledg, and paid $45.70 to $2. 

This is probably the only case on record of a 
2-year-old mare weaning a foal and winning her 
first start within two months.
